Probable wife of our George 
Whitman; in any event, a George Whitman & Elizabeth Rodgers were 
married in 1804 in Greenbrier County, Josiah Osborne officiating. 

Greenbrier County deed book 20, page 298, December 30, 1853, proves that 
George Whitman was the father of Julia & Rebecca (below), but does not 
prove that he was the same George Whitman who married Elizabeth Rodgers 

in 1804.

Since Phebe was the sister of George 
Whitman (died about 1826), James & Phebe would have been logical guardians 
for orphans of George. Their oldest child was George White (bom 1816), 
perhaps named for George Whitman.
